orn farmers in 1890, when wheat acre- 
ie began to expand north and west 
from the Portage Plains and when

Charles Saunders in 1904 selected 
ind tested the crosses that had pre- 
Aously been made by his brother 
Percy, Out of this work came Mar- 
quis, @ earlier than Red Fife. 

Similarily Dr. L. H. Newman—who

The situation has not been rendered any more rosy by 
the resignaton of certaia senior members of the Civil Service 
and especially that of the Deputy Provincial Treasurer, an officer 
of long standing and one well acquainted with the financial affairs 
of the Province, and on whose successor, we imagine, most of 
the actual labor of preparation of the budget will fall. 

We do not imagine that the resignation of Mr. Dinning as 
Chairman of the Alberta Liquor Control Board will cause any serious 
disruption in the Attorney Generals Department. 

In the legislative field, however, there must be consider- 
able changes if the programme of Social Credit as enunciated by 
it’s exponents is to be implemented this session. Notwithstand- 
ing the statement that no drastic legislation will be introduced, it 
is difficult to see how the Social Credit Party's programme can be 
tried out under existing legislation. It follows. therefore. that 
new legislation to attain that objective must be introduced and 
passed. 

This legislation may. of course, not be considered “drastic”, 
but, presumably, that will depend upon one’s point of view as 
to what the meaning of that word as applied to legislation implies.

IIf you have ever walked along a

Herrings are delicious, inexpensive 
and delightfully adaptahle. English 
people look forward to their break- 
fast of herring as thelr morning ap- 
petizers and Canadians are gradually 
becoming acquainted with the dell- 
cacy of this dish. It 1s worth noting 
that Canadian herings are taken in 
the sea fisheries of the Dominions 
two coasts and in the fresh 
fisheries as well, 

Herring are welcome everywhere in 
the guise of. kippers, and as the lowly

starvation. And they are delicious 


Talking of smoked fish, we mustn't 
overlook the famous goldeves which 
are tasty either smoked or fresh. 
And thing, too, of the appetizing tang 
of Canadian Finnan Haddle as well 
as the appeal of our various kinds 
of smoked fillets. 

To get back to the subject of herr- 
ings, few realize that herrings are 
rich in health-giving qualities. They 
contain precious health-promoting 
vitamins and are rich in puch min- 
eral nutrients as calcium,  phas- 
phorus, copper, sulphur and fodine. 

In the ouinion of a prominent 
authority on fish, whose knowledge 
has been handed down through three 
generations, there is more sunshine 
to be had in one mediu msized herr- 
ing, than you can absorb through a 
dally half-hour sun-bath. 

Herrings at their best should be 
plump, but not too large, bright and 
silvery, with unbroken scales and a 
freshness in the eye. 

The Scots (and who wouldn't know 
better) often sprinkle their herring 
with pepper and salt, dip them in 
oatmeal, spread out on a paper until 
they are thoroughly coated, and then 
fry them in plenty of good dripping. 

The addition of onion rings in the 
frying pan is by no means to be des- 
pised . 

Another way of serving them is 
“Kippered Herring Salad”: Mix one 
cup of diced Kippered herring, one 
cup of cold potatoes cut in cubes, one 
small chopped onion, one-half cup of 
\faw carrots, salt, pepper. Mix with 
mayonnaise. Serve on lettuce leav- 
es with mayonnaise, ‘Garnish with 
sections of hard-boiled egg cut in 
eighths. ,Sprinkle with papika. 

For grilling, prepere the fish in the 


same way as for frying, that is, cut 
off the head and fins ,clean and 
scrape off the scales . 

‘| Then score them three times on 


each side, brush them over with olive 
oil or melted butter, sprinkle with 
pepper and salt, and grill them for 
ten minutes or longer, according to
